There are, of course, good and bad 
speakers in England as. well as in 
Canada, and there is also a variety 
of lecal: pronunciations in the older 
couniry. Canadians who try to model 
their speech on that of educated peo- 
ple in England pay, we think, too 
much regard to the broad “a,” which 
attracts attention. The firsi requisite 
of good pronunciation is distinctness. 
The Englishman, according to the 
Poet Laureate, is apt to neglect the. 
letter “rin certain places, and the 
“h” suffers at the bands of the ‘illiter- 
ate. The real defect of our Canadian 
speech is the oyer-accentuation , of 
ethers. When an imitative Canadian 
pronounces “ask” and “glass” per- 
haps somewhat too broadly, and at the 
same time says “Toronta’ and 
“athorty” for Toronto and authority, 
the effect is grotesque, something like 
a combination of a silk hat with tan 
shoes. 

The right way, therefore, is to be- 
gin at the bottom, aiming simply at 
distinecmmess, and’ paying special at- 
jention to unaccented syllables. The 
correct pronunciation of “a,” which 
may be learned either from good — 
speakers or from the dictionary, is 
not unimportant, but should not be 
unduly emphasized —-From the Tor- 
onto Globe.
